resou rces of oil and grain and the 
polyglot m ixtu re of her popu lation. 
“ Fu el for m achines and food for 
hu m ans b oth spring in ab u ndance 
from R u m an ia’s soil, and access to 
them is of first im portance to m any 
nations,” says the National 
Geo­ 
graphic society. 
“ Within the confines of the cou n- 
| try, ab ou t the size of Arizona, live 
some 19 ,000,000 people, b u t nearly 
one-third of them are non-Ru mani­ 
ans. 
The 
13,000,000 
R u m anians 
trace their ancestry to Roman col­ 
onists who interm arried with the in­ 
hab itants of the region. 
The other 
6,000,000 inclu des G erm ans, Jew s, 
H u ngarians, Bu lgarians, Ru ssians, 
Yu goslavs, Czechs, Slovaks, Poles, 
A rm enians, Greeks, Tu rks, T atars 
and gypsies.

“ G erm any, F ran c e and England 
all recently have b een displaying in­ 
terest in R u m ania throu gh trade

a E u ropean produ cer of oil and oth­ 
er petroleu m produ cts.

The u se of ether, chloretone and 
other dru gs as anesthetics pre para­ 
tory to operating on lower anim als 
is often ob jectionab le b ecau se of the 
after effects of the dru gs. This dif­ 
ficu lty can b e overcom e b y the u se 
of low tem peratu res for stu pefac­ 
tion. 
Fishes, am phib ians and rep­ 
tiles m ay b e conveniently and fu lly 
anesthetized b y im m ersion in w ater 
-and cracked ice or simply in cracked 
ice. 
After 10 or 15 m inu tes in the 
cooling m ixtu re the anim als are 
fu lly stu pefied and, if they are laid 
ou t on cracked ice, they m ay b e 
su b jected to an extended and u n­ 
interru pted operation. 
Recovery is qu ick and satisfactory 
at the ordinary tem peratu re of the 
lab oratory, 
and 
the 
anim als 
so 
treated m ay b e alm ost at once test­ 
ed in a particu lar way withou t w ait­ 
ing for the gradu al disappearance 
from their system s of an anesthetiz­ 
ing dru g, writes G. H. P ark e r in 
“ Science.” This method has b een 
applied with su ccess in the H ar­ 
vard lab oratories to salt-water and 
fresh-w ater fishes, 
to am phib ians 
and to reptiles. 
Whether it will 
have any operative significance for 
adu lt, warm-b looded verteb rates re­ 
m ains to b e seen. 
Press reports of 
a kind of cold hib ernation indu ced 
in hu man b eings b y a slight low­ 
ering of their b odily tem peratu res is 
su ggestive of su e’/ a step. 


Opaqu e Glass in Homes 
An opaq u e stru ctu ral glass pan­ 
eling, long a favorite for m odern 
store, theater, and b u ilding fronts, 
is m aking its entry into the home. 
This glass paneling is b ecoming in­ 
creasingly popu lar for walls and 
wainscoting in kitchens and b ath­ 
rooms. 
Besides b eing u ltra-m odern 
in appearance, the m aterial is said 
to have u nu su al resistance to wear. 
Availab le in a rich variety of plain 
and agate colors, it has a high lu s­ 
ter. Among the advantages this type 
of wall m aterial claim s are that it 
will not warp, swell, or craze. 
It 
is nonab sorb ent and 
resistant to 
staining and to b u rns from ciga­ 
rettes. 
Applications of soap and 
w ater are said to keep it clean.
